Architects from Sundberg and 
Carlson, the firm hired by the City 
of Grayling to design the new city 
hall, are expected to present a 
building floor plan and cost esti- 
mate for the project to the city 
council later this month, City 
Manager Allen Lowe said. 

Lowe expects the architects to 
present the proposed plans and cost 
figures to the city council at the 
council’s September 25 meeting. 
The council could approve or 
request revisions to the plans at that 
point. Foundation construction 
could possibly begin this year, 
Lowe said. “That’s what I'd like to 
see,” he said. “If not, we'll break 
ground in April.” 

Lowe is currently working with 
federal government and 
Department of Agriculture on 


behalf of the city to secure a low- . 


interest loan for construction of the 
new city hall. 

The city council approved the 
site for the new hall, located near 
the Grayling Fire Department and 
the old city hall on James Street, on

He 


Armed robbery lands 
downstate man in fail 


continues § > Suspect caught in 
Rochette’s hold-up case

A combination of quick 
response time, police training, 
highly observant eyewitnesses, 
and cooperation between law 
enforcement agencies led to the 
speedy arrest of an armed robbery 
suspect. 

According to the Grayling City 
Police, Rochette’s IGA Market 
was robbed of approximately $500 
around 7:45 p.m. on Tuesday, 
August 29. Responding to a 911 
call from the market was Grayling 
Police Department Evidence 
Technician Robert Butzin who 
secured the crime scene and called 
for assistance from Police Chief 
Karl Schreiner and Detective 
Dennis Long. 

While Butzin gathered evi- 
dence, Long took over the process 
of interviewing witnesses, includ- 
ing store workers as well as cus- 
tomers in the store at the time of 
the robbery. Witnesses told Long 
that a couple, acting “strangely” 
came into the store and, while one 
of the cashiers was distracted by 
the woman, another cashier was 
presented with a robbery note by 
the man. The note indicated he 
had a weapon and demanded 
money. The man took the money 
from the cashier and fled the store 


on foot. 

Just prior to the robbery. an 
eight-year old child who had 
entered the store with the couple. 
left the building. The 26-year old 
Warren woman, whose name was 
withheld by police, was later iden- 
tified as the child’s mother. 

After eyewitnesses gave Long 
detailed descriptions of the couple, 
Grayling Police issued a statewide 
BOL or “be on the lookout.” 
Right around 9:30 p.m., Michigan 
State Troopers stopped a 
Chevrolet S-10 pick-up for speed- 
ing on southbound I-75. The truck 
was traveling at 81 m.p.h. in a 70 
m.p.h. zone. 

Troopers checked the man’s dri- 
ver’s license and found it had 
expired and also reported he was 
acting strangely. Having heard the 
earlier BOL, troopers noticed sim- 
ilarities between the descriptions 
of the robbery suspects and the 
characteristics of the couple in the 
pick-up. Grayling Police were 
notified, sending Butzin and Long 
to West Branch. 

The suspects’ truck was found 
by Butzin to contain the money 
believed to have been taken from 
Rochette’s, along with trace evi- 
dence linking them to the crime 
scene. Long was able to get state- 
ments from the vehicle’s occu- 


Bounty placed on propane 
tanks nets over 300 locally 


P Grant helps with 
collection of old, 
potentially unsafe 


propane tanks

Under a $79,000 grant from the 
National PERC Council and the 
Michigan Cylinder Recovery, LLC, 
a voucher program has been estab- 
lished to allow consumers to 
redeem out-of-date and potentially 
unsafe 100-pound capacity propane 
tanks in Michigan for a $3 prize. 
Every person who returns a tank 
will receive $3 per tank up to $15. 

According to Beaver Creek Fire 
Department Fire Chief Ed 
Holtcamp, over 300 cylinders in 
this area have been picked up. 
“There are still a lot (of tanks) that 
haven’t been picked up. We have 
calls coming in on a regular basis, 
and we seem to be getting two times 
more from the west side of the 
county than the east,” Holtcamp 
said. 

Holtcamp also stated he doesn’t 
believe even half of the cylinders 
have been picked up and said he 
hopes to keep getting calls. 


In confirmation with the state, an 


estimated 5,000 tanks are missing 
from their inventory. These tanks 
are potentially dangerous, as many 
have outlived their 12-year safety 
life and could explode. 

A majority of these outdated 
tanks are believed to be in northern 
Michigan and the Upper Peninsula. 

Holtcamp stated a lot of these 
cylinders just lay out around peo- 
ple’s homes and serve only as fuel 
for ground and structure fires. He 
said some tanks that have been 
picked up thus far were 20-30 years 
old. 

Anyone having knowledge or 
possession of one or more of these 
100-pound cylinder propane tanks, 
can call Beaver Creek Fire 
Department at (517) 275-8548 and 
afrangements will be made for a 
propane distributor to pick them 
up. 

Also, any questions regarding the 
safety of a tank may be directed to 
any local fire department. 
Personnel will visit the site where 
the tank is located and make a 
determination of tank safety.

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Veteran 
cemetery 
bill drafted 


> Bradstreet’s bill 
designates Crawford 
County as site of 
proposed cemetery 


State Representative Ken 
Bradstreet (R-Gaylord) has drafted 
legislation to designate Crawford 
County as the location for a pro- 
posed Michigan military veteran 
cemetery. 

House Bill 5937 authorizes the 
state Department of Military and 
Veterans Affairs to acquire land in 
Crawford County. The land could 
be purchased or transferred from 
existing state property holdings in 
the county. 

“Having an official state ceme- 
tery for veterans is a fitting tribute 
to honor the special efforts of those 
who have given so much,” said 
Bradstreet. “Picking Crawford 
County is common sense for sever- 
al reasons. The military already 
has its Camp Grayling base there, 
there is plenty of land for develop- 
ment and future expansion and it’s 
centrally located for the upper and 
lower peninsulas. 

“I am excited about the possibili- 
ties. The idea has been well- 
received by local residents and mil- 
itary people.” 

Bradstreet’s bill also allows the 
veterans affairs department to 
accept money and gifts for the pur- 
pose of establishing the cemetery, 
including federal grants available 
under the national cemetery sys-

July 31. allowing the planning 
process to move forward. 

The new building will have two 
floors: a ground floor and an “unfin- 
ished basement.” The ground floor 
will house the city offices. and the 
basement will be left fairly undevel- 
oped unless needed at a later date. 
Lowe said. 

City employees have worked with 
the Sundberg and Carlson architects 
to come up with a basic square 


footage figure for the new city hall: 
3,500 to 4.000 square feet. The fig- 
ure is based only on space the city’s 
office staff is expected to require, 
and does not include room for the 
city police. 

At the suggestion of Grayling 
Police Chief Karl Schreiner. the city 
plans to house the city police at the 
building that currently serves as the 
Crawford County Library. With the 
passage of the millage for a new 
library. the building will be vacant 


when the new library is constructed 
next year. 

Lowe said that some “mostly 
minor changes” will have to be 
made to the library building in order 
to accommodate the police, such as 
insulation work. ingress/egress 
reconfiguration, and “doing some- 
thing to be sure the basement does- 
n't flood.” 

He noted that the building’s roof 
and furnace are both in good condi- 
tion.

to post and he remains in the 
Crawford County Jail. 

Long said Boss and the woman 
are not married, but believes the 
couple and the child had been “liv- 
ing in the woods” prior to the rob- 
bery. Boss is not the child’s father. 
The woman, who Long said. was 
very cooperative with police, 
remains the subject of the ongoing 
investigation. A weapon has not 
been recovered. 

Chief Schreiner remarked part of 
the reason why the crime was solved 
so quickly is because the Grayling 
City Police Department has “two 
very ‘highly-trained Evidence 
Techs.” He said Officer Butzin 
responded quickly and used his 
training knowledge to secure the 
scene which “made a world of dif- 
ference.” 


Detective Long was also praised 
for his interviewing and investiga- 
tive abilities that allowed Butzin to 
concentrate on gathering the neces- 
sary evidence resulting in Boss’ 
arrest. “We try to maintain a highly 
qualified department and do a lot of 
things in-house to maintain efficien- 
cy in investigations. I am really 
proud of Butzin and _ Long,” 
Schreiner said. “They did a great 
job.”

Literacy Council numbers on the rise

The Literacy Council’s program 
in Grayling is helping more and 
more residents each year. There are 
three different categories that have 
been established to serve the public 
and essentially support a more edu- 
cated community. 

Gary Barrow and Paul Brunell 
head up the program which consists 
of an Adult Basic Education 
Council, Adult Learning Center, for 
people over the age of 20, and an 
Alternative Education Center which 
is geared towards those persons 
under the age of 20. 

As those who are seeking basic 
education complete their studies 
they can then move into the Adult 
Learning Center to work towards 
their GED. Also, this year is the first

that evening GED classes are avail- 
able. Thereafter, scholarships are 
available to those graduates who 
choose to move onto Kirtland 
Community College. The college 
‘provides a $500 incentive toward 
tuition, and the Literacy Council 
provides a memorial scholarship. 
Early registration closéd as of 
Friday, September 1, however, late 
registration continues this week. 


Currently there are 22 people. 


enrolled in a combination of the 
programs. Brunell stated, “This is 
the first year that I can recall having 
this many (people) at early registra- 
tion in many years.” 

Barrow said the Literacy Council 
relies heavily on tutors to help edu- 
cate attendees. There are currently 
eight tutors and the Council is. in 
need of more. “We do send. our 
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tutors to conventions and training 
programs to become certified 
tutors,” Brunell said. “Some tutors 
areeven graduates of our program,” 
added Barrow. 

The Literacy Council is funded 
through a combination of federal 
grants and corporate sponsors, 
therefore, there is no fee to attend 
their educational sessions. The 
Literacy Council can be reached at 
344-3525, and the facility is located 
in St. Mary’s Church, at 702 
Peninsular Ave. Hours of operation 
are Monday-Thursday, 8a.m.-3p.m.

Sheriff discusses 
department outlook 


This viewpoint is dedicated to 
informing you of the highest profile 
issues recently brought to your 
attention as a result of the 2000 elec- 
tion process. | 

One issue. repeatedly discussed 
throughout the past election process, 
was the 24-hour patrol coverage 
issue. You have read that some peo- 
ple did not like the straightforward 
facts presented by County Treasurer 
Joseph Wakeley. The one thing we 
all learned was that non-mandated 
services. i.e. 24-hour road patrol, 
can be cut by the Board of 
Commissioners to balance budgets 
and this is what happened when we 
lost the 24-hour patrol. 

We currently have patrol coverage 
from 7 a.m. to midnight. Staffing on 
these shifts could be one person or 
three persons, depending upon vaca- 
tion, sick, funeral, personal or court 
coverage time, along with the union 
contract requirement of two officers 
on duty after the hours of darkness 
provision. Coverage of these shifts, 
for lost time. is usually at an over- 
time rate. 

If one were to monitor police 
radio communications. one would 
think there were more officers on 
duty than necessary, during certain 
shifts. The explanation for this is as 
follows: 

1) During the summer and winter 
seasons, we have marine, snowmo- 
bile and off-road vehicle (O.R.V.) 
officers, under grant contracts, on 
patrol for your added protection and 
safety. These are seasonal employ- 
ees, employed only for those duties. 
and only used for back up in emer- 
gencies. 

2) Seven personnel! are dedicated 
to serve in specialized grant posi- 
tions: Two (2) Deputies are dedicat- 
ed to traffic patrol. on county sec- 
ondary toads. One (1) Deputy on 
juvenile violence prevention and 
one (1) Deputy on juvenile liaison 
with the court and school systems. 
One (1) Deputy assigned to a multi- 
county drug task force. One (1) 
Deputy performing DARE taining 
year round. One (1) Deputy work- 
ing community policing — for 
Grayling Township. 

All the above mentioned Deputies 
are funded as a result of grants 1

have attained. These Deputies can 
only be used for their specific func- 
tions and duties, and in the case of 
an emergency. : 

The recent passing of the sur- 
charge for 911 operation will help 
ease the burden on the road patrol 
personnel currently being used for 
court officers, inmate transport, ani- 
mal control officer (A.C.O.) calls 
along with filling in for correction 
activities. 

The Board of Commissioners is 
nearing completion of the 2000- 
2001 county budgets. The outcome 
of the budgets will reflect to what 
the Sheriff's Office can do in 
expanding patrol up to 24 hours, sta- 
tus quo or cutting of current man- 
ning. 

In the past, the Sheriff's Office 
when running 24-hour patrol, had 
12 Deputies to perform those shifts. 
We currently have eight road offi- 
cers and one is assigned as the 
detective. excluding the grant per- 
sonnel. With the future addition of 
the court officer and corrections 
officer. as mandated by the 
Michigan Department of 
Corrections. and with an optimistic 
outcome of the budget. we may be 
able to hire part time employees to 
assist our full time contingent and 
get back to 24-hour coverage. More 
information on this will come as the 
budgeting process comes to a close. 

As | promised. I will be more 
available to you in the future. I am 
scheduled to attend each township 

_ Meeting on a rotating basis and will 
publish those dates as they arrive. If 
you can not meet with me on one of 
those dates. or need to contact me, 
as always I can be reached at the 
Sheriff's Office at 344-3205 or 344- 
3214. 

In the near future, a very informa- 
tive web site will be completed and 
advertised for your information and 
use. The web site will incorporate 
an e-mail system, which will be 
checked daily for your convenience. 

1 hope these moves will be posi- 
tive and informative for you and 
give a better explanation of these 
issues. I look forward to your input 
and support in the future. As 
always. it is a pleasure to serve you.

Lora Gould, 82. a resident of 
Grayling. died September 2 at 
Mercy Manor. She was born in 
Grand Rapids, Michigan on April 7. 
1918. She married Carroll Fred 
(Bud) Gould on March 29. 1940. 
The couple had four children. 
Connie. Sally, William and Rick. 

The family lived in Big Rapids 
until 1950 when they moved to 
Grayling after purchasing Leitz 
Cleaners. Mrs. Gould also ran the 
Secretary of State office (a fee 
office) until 1970. 

Mrs. Gould was a member of St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church. attending 
her first mass at midnight. 
Christmas 1952, in the present 
church. She served as Eucharistic 
Minister at Church. took commu- 
nion to the patients in the hospital 
and Wargo Manor. She was active 
in C.C.W. and parish activities. She 
was a member of the ABWA since 
1975, the American Legion 
Auxiliary since 1951, the Grayling 
Garden Club. and organized the 
Crawford County Easter Seal 
Chapter in 1952. She served on the 
States Society Board of Directors 
and provided “free” equipment to 
use to all who were in need. 

Mrs. Gould started petunia plant- 
ing in 1956, covering the complete 
length of US27. through the City. 
from sidewalk to curb with help 
from Kiwanis members who spaded 
and the Women’s Club did the 
planting. She solicited funds for the 


flowers. chairing the project from 


1956 to 1968. 

She was appointed Director of the 
Grayling Housing Commission by 
City Manager Harold Cliff on April 
!, 1964 to help develop. build and 
operate the Commission. As a 
result, three projects were built. 
including the first Senior Housing

built north of Dearborn and in the 
smallest city. 

Mrs. Gould initiated projects and 
programs for elderly with earned 
income and donations long before 
the Agencies on Aging came into 
existence. From 1973 to June 10, 
1984 she was the Director for the 
Commission on Aging. which she 
formed to enable the county to 
receive state and federal funds to 
operate the programs. In 1980, she 
spearheaded the first mileage reim- 
bursement for Senior Citizen pro- 
grams. 

As a volunteer. Mrs. Gould wrote 
a grant and started the first rural 
R.S.V.P. in Michigan. and only the 
third in the state. She chaired the 
week-long “Old Fashion Bargain 
Days Celebration” and parades for 
many years while she was still in the 
cleaning business. prior to 1965. 
Mrs. Gould chaired the Clean up, 
Paint up. Fix up Campaign and the 
committee won a national award 
two years in a row, allowing them to 
travel to Washington. D.C. to 
teceive it from Lady Bird Johnson 
and making the Grayling Housing 
Commission eligible for funding. 

Mrs. Gould was the past president 
of St. Mary’s Ladies Club and the 
Grayling Woman’s Club. winning 
prizes for outstanding Woman's 
Club of Michigan. She served as 
vice president for Northern 
Michigan on the NAHRO State 
Organization for 14 years-and host- 
ed three State Housing Conventions 
in Grayling, first at the Polyhedron. 
then at Chief Shoppenagon’s and 
finally at the Holiday Inn. 

For ten years Mrs. Gould sat on 
the State Board of Gerontology, 
organizing and hosting a State 
Convention at Kirtland Community 
College. She held a Social Worker 
license from the State of Michigan 
in Gerontology. 

From 1955 to 1965, Mrs. Gould 
served as the County Democratic 
Chairperson. helping to obtain 
many grants for the Grayling area. 
She also served as a Teller of the 
State Democratic Convention and 
one year as Secretary. 

Mrs. Gould ran Secretary of State 
Operations out of the dry cleaners 
for 16 years. She earned 35 cents 
for each license plate sold. She also 
chaired the City Election Board for 
a number of years through political 
appointment. 

As a volunteer, Mrs. Gould wrote 
grants to purchase buses and devel- 
oped the Dial-A-Ride program for

Township Zoning Ordinance by deleting criminal penalties, declaring vio- 
lations to be municipal civil infractions and authorizing civil actions to 


abate violations. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF LOVELLS ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Amendment of Chapter XVI, Section 16.4. 


Section 16.4 of Chapter XVI of the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance 
is hereby repealed and replaced with the following section which shall 


read in its entirety as follows: 


Section 16.4 - PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS. 


(a) Any person, partnership, limited liability company, corporation, asso- 
ciation, or other legal entity who creates or maintains a nuisance per se 
as defined in this section or who violates or fails to comply with any pro- 
vision of this Ordinance or any permit issued pursuant to this Ordinance 
shall be responsible for a municipal civil infraction. Every day that such 
violation continues shall constitute a separate and distinct offense under 
the provisions of this Ordinance. Nothing in this section shall exempt the 
offender from compliance with the provisions of this Ordinance. 


(b) Any land, dwellings, buildings, or structures, including tents and trail- 
er coaches, used, erected, altered, razed or converted in violation of this 
Ordinance or in violation of any regulations, conditions, permits or other 
rights granted, adopted or issued pursuant to this Ordinance are hereby 


declared to be a nuisance per se. 


(c) The Township Zoning Administrator is hereby designated as the 
authorized township official to issue municipat civil infraction notices and 
citations. Additional parties authorized to issue municipal civil infraction 
notices and citations may be designated by the Township Board from 


time to time. 


(d) In addition to enforcing this Ordinance as a municipal civil infraction, 
the Township may initiate proceedings in the Circuit Court to abate or 
eliminate the nuisance per se or any other violation of this Ordinance. 


Section 2. Severability. 


If any section, clause, or provision of this Ordinance be declared uncon- 
Stitutional or otherwise invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, said 
declaration shall not affect the remainder of the Ordinance. The 
Township Board hereby declares that they would have passed this 
Ordinance and each part, section, subsection, phrase, sentence and 
clause irrespective of the fact that any one or more parts, sections, sub- 
sections, phrases, sentences or clauses be declared invalid. 


Section 3. Repealer and Conflicts. 


Ordinance No. 3-14-00 of 2000 is hereby repealed. If any provision of 
the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance conflicts with this Zoning 
Amendment Ordinance, then the provisions of this Zoning Amendment 


Ordinance shall control. 
Section 4. Effective Date.
